relief, were no doubt Htrong inducun

and intention on the part of the Dominion 
Government to extend speedily their 
Doniiiiioii to the Pacific Coast, than is 
contained.ia that address, -.notwithstand- 
ing tbe adverse coDStraotion put upon 
it . by./bar- cp^pbrary, the Morning 
iVetos/; -.".

General's speech was volunteered without 
any olTicial knowledge of the action of 
this Colony in the matter, unless, as our 
cotemporary would seem to suggest, that 
a bill for tho annexation of British 
Columbia had been incorporated in the 
si cich from the Throne. How then, we 
repeat, should the people of this Colony 
net, in order to get rid of a Government 
I that fails to redeem its pledge to its own 
Council, and to carry out the well-under- 
stood wishes of:the.peoplo? Tho people of 
Cariboo, with cominendable promptitade, 
havdi iu accQrdance. with a.snggestioDjito 
bold pnblle meetings in the Colony/ taken 
the initiatory in the matter aiid 'have 
spoken biit' manfully. Why dann6t 'the 
people at this end of the Colony act in 
like manner ? And unless oar Government 
will condescend to advise the people, 
tliroiig'.j his Council, of his actions, and 
explain the causes of delay complained of 
in the mutter of Confeueration, let im- 
mediate steps be taken to bring the matter 
lj( fore tho rarliaments of Great Britain 
and Caiuidii.

Sill— In my despatch No 29 I had the 
honor to report my arrival off Gravesend, 
England, on tho 26th of last month, hav- 
ing been detained nearly twenty-four 
hours ofT SliL'oriiess on account of the fog. 
Off Slieenie.SH I lircd a saliUo of twciily- 
0110 guii^, wliiuli '.^u3 returned by the fort 
oil sliuie, uiiil r was iininediately aftor 
.saluted by the Eorrnidabic, tho flagship of 
Vice A'dtuiral Baldwin Walker, who sent 
an officer aboard to welcome me to the 
fort and to tender me the facilities of the 
(lock yard. A few hours afterwards I 
received ii note from sir Baldwin enclosing 
11 t(;le^'ra:u froui the Lords CouiniisBioncrs 
of thu Admiralty in these words : — "Tho 
Board will be Uiippy to render any assis- 
ta!u;o and attention to admiral Farrngut 
nnd his squadron that may bo agreeable to 
him." , 

On my arrival off Gravesend I address"* 
eil a note to his I'].vcelleiicy Charles F, 
Adams, our Minister, informing him of 
my presence and of my desire to pay him 
my respects tho next day or any other 
time he mightiiappoiatiiiiyl Received a 
note 'frdiri Mr Moran,' Secrotafy of the 
Legation, to tho effect that Mr Adams 
being absent on tho continent for a few 
days, it would all'ord liiin great gratifica- 
tion to contribute all in his power to our 
comfort and pleasure during our stay in 
England. ■ 

On tho 28th I visited London, accom- 
panied by Mr Moran and our Consul, 
Mr Morse. A.cjornpaniod by Mr Mr,ran, 
1 called upon Lord Stanley and tho Lords 
of tho Admiralty, none of whom, however, 
were iu the city. 

. On;,tlie following day Vice Admiral 
Sir Sidney Uacres, one of tho Lords of tho 
Admiralty, returned niy cull and tendered 
me every facility for visiting any point of 
naval interest iu England. 

Siibsequeuily the Lords Oomraiasionors 
invited (uo to accompany tlieu on their 



annual tour of inspection of the dock yards 
of Woolwich, Chatham, Sheeruess and 
Portsmouth. Thus far I have visited the 
three yarda first named, and have great 
pleasure in saying that I was very much 
gratiGed, not only by what I saw, but by 
the great courtesy invariably extended to 
mo and my officers on these .visits. 

la London I dined,>l>y),|j9i|Bcial invita- 
tion, with Vice "Ad'nirfttrgSfr Sidney 
Dacres and Vee Admiral Sir Alexander 
Milne, and on each occasion met many 
distinguished naval officers. 

q'ho PnnciJ de .Joinville visited tho (lug- 
ship off Gravesend and extended a cor- 
dial invitation to myself and bffluers to his 
place at Mount Lebanon'. Theinvitatioa 
was promptly accepted, and as, might ihe 
expected, wo wero received with much 
kindness nnd attention. 

On the l2th of Juno I returned to tho 
Franklin, off Shcerness, to which place 
the flagship bad proceeded some days be ^ 
fore. In the meantime I had received, 
through Sir Alexander Milne, a permit 
to visit tho gun practice at Slioebui jncss, 
which I availed myself of on the 1-ltb inst. 
in company with Vice Admeral Sir Bald- 
win Walker and Rear Admiral Kelly 
Cooper' Key, Acting Director Qeneral of. 
Naval Ordnance. lOn landing wd were 
received by General Fisher and Major 
Curtis of tho Royal Artillery, who paid 
ua the most distinguished attention and 
showed us everything of interest, enter- 
taining us in a hospitable uianucr. Ex- 
periments were being madeiwiih our fiUeen 
inch guns and with air English nine inch 
rifled gun, and of course were highly in- 
teresting. Tho targets were riddled on 
both, and though it appeared to mo that 
the fifteen inch gun produced the mosldes-' 
tructive effects, experiments have not yet 
decided tho relative merits of the two; 
for although they accord to our gun a 
superiority they consider that the conical 
shot of their nine inch gun, weighing 250 
lbs., will acconipliiih a greater penetration 
while tho fifteeu iuch gun.v has greater 
crushing'] power.
